It 
is understood thut Mr. Drummond has 
purchased for Scotch capitalists. This 
sale ovidencos the yood credit, that Bran- 
don has established in old country mar- 
kets, the first issue of city debentures be- 
ing now held in London, England, by one 
of the largest banking firms on Lombard 
street. In the present state of the money 
market Brandon and, in fact, Manitoba 
are to be congratulated upiui this salo be- 
ing consummated. 

Toronto, April 10. — The number of 
immigrants that arrived in Toronto dur- 
ing March was ;t81,.of whom 318 remained 
in Ontario and 38 went to Manitoba. 

John Hackett,who was shot by Allkina, 
an artist, while in company with Allkina' 
wife, a few days ago, died in the hospital 
to-day. 

Earnest Williams, six years old, has 
buou blind almost from his birth. Ho re 
sides on McCaul street, and his father ia 
a carpet-sweeper, tie promises to rival 
Blind Tom as a musical prodigy.

Montreal, April 8. — A conflagration 
occurrod in the tea and tobacco ware- 
house of Messrs. Dufreane & Mongermis, 
Notre Dame atreot, about an hour after 
the establishment was closed for the night. 
The fire being seen from tho street, the 
alarm was given, when the brigade was 
soon on the spot. Tho flames had taken 
possession of tho rear of the premises 
where cigar manufacturing is carried on, 
and oxtendod up to the roofs of the three 
story building in which they originated. 
Tho firemen worked energetically, and in 
about an hour mastered tho blaze, which 
looked very threatening at first. The 
loss on stock and building cannot be very 
accurately estimated, but it will boat least 
$8,000 or §10,000. Thainsuranco amounts

K KM A UKABLE WRESTLING. 

Duncan ItoSS JIjiUi's (he 
Japanese Champion 
Sick 

Cleveland, April 8. — A wrestling 
i match between Duncan C. Itoss of 
Cleveland and Matsada Serakacbi, the 
Japanese champion, occurred to-night in 
the presence of a thousand people. The 
match was made three weeks ago and 
was for $1500 a side, the ^conditions 
being two bouts catch-as-catch-can, two 
bouts Japanese style, the fifth bout to 
be tossed for by the contestants. Bet- 
ting was in favor of Ross $10 to $8. 
About .$1000 changed hands. Ross 
jumped on the stage at S ; 2 o'clock, 
followtd by the Jap. He rested his 
hands on his knees and smiled sarcasti- 
cally at the crowd. He evidently 
thought he had an easy undertaking be 
fore him. 

The first bout, eatch-as catch can, be 
gan at IS:30 o'clock sharp. The Jap ad- 
vanced with arms outstretched and his 
body bent forward. He inado a grab for 
Ross and jumped on his back, like a 
tiger. Deforced his man all over the 
floor and finally pushed hitu over the 
ropes. He then tried to prevent Ross 
from getting back on the stage. This 
made Boss lighting mail. The Jap tried 
hard to get a hold, but failed in near- 
ly every attempt In the meanwhile his 
hard work had made him tired and hi! 
puffed and panted, Ross keeping in ex- 
cellent trim. The Jap finally secured a 
crotch-lock on Boss and turned him 
over. The Clevelander made a grand 
effort, broke {.he hold and jumped on 
his knees. Tho Jap again tried to force 
his man over the rope, but Ross sud- 
denly got. a rolling hip-lock, and, twist- 
ing bis shoulder over, got all four points 
down in fine shape. The Jap wanted to 
push lloss again and the .Scot raised 
ilia fist to strike him, but the men were 
separated. Tho first tall was givon to 
Boss in 3;10. 

The J ap bounded to the center of 
the stage like a cannon-ball, and before 
Ross knew where he w as, made a ter- 
rific drive with his head, butting his 
opponent on the left side, knocking him 
to the floor, breaking one of his left 
ribs and badly winding him. It was so 
quickly accomplished that it took Ross' 
breath. The fall was given to Matsada. 
Tinip, less than two seconds. 

When the third bout, catch-as-catch- 
can, was called the Jap started out 
stealthily with his arms outstretched. 
Boss copied after him and the two 
men -walked and hopped about, both 
stooping low like a pair of game-cocks, 
glaring fiercely at each other. Sudden 
ly each made a dive. Ross got the Jap 
by the neck and tried to turn him, hut 
the wonderful strength of the foreigner 
helped him out. Ross then got a half- 
Nelson lock, which was quickly broken. 
They wriggled towards the ropes and 
the Jap went over. Ross then made an- 
other half-Nelson lock and they rolled 
over. Each man appeared to he the vic- 
lor, but the referee decided to fall m 
favor of Ross in 4;20. 

The Jap soon appeared for the fourth 
bout, Jaiiane.se style. The heathen spat 
on his hands, touched the floor and 
made a savage leap forward. Ross was 
ready to dodge the Jap's first two 
drives and then butted the Jap in the 
face, nearly breaking his nose. A^ttin 
Ross let him have it and butted him a 
terrible blow in the pic of the stomach. 
The Jap fell on his side, winded and in 
bad shape. Before he touched tho floor, 
Ross slipped and his hands struck, 
which gave the bout to 'he Jap in 1 ;30. 

The Jap was led down stairs to the 
dressing-room. He was dizzy and weak 
and sank into a chair, with tear stream 
ing from his eyes. He moaned piteously 
and held his hand over bis nose and 
stomach alternately. The Japanese cy- 
clone was completely knocked out.

CHINESE RESTRICTION. 

The Chinese Restriction Bill was disallow- 
ed l>y tin' Dominion government, and is 
therefore' dead. But who can deny that, 
tliongh dcntl it still lives? Ithns performed 
its mission, for it has compelled the Domin- 
ion government to listen to our grievance, 
which wo may now confidently expect to be 
redressed. Sir John Macdonald has stated 
' that his government do not fail to sou the 
evils resulting to British Columbia from its 
existing relations with the Chinese; but un- 
der the present treaty with Chtnu the ex- 
treme measures of the hill — imposing a 
heavy lino and imprisonment on ship cap- 
' tains bringing coolies into the province, 
and 3100 fine on every Chinaman who 
lands— are unconstitutional. The matter 
is to be referred to the home government, 
and the result will, no doubt, be an adjust- 
ment of affairs with China with a view to 
protecting our province from the ovils ac- 
companying an undue influx of Mongolians, 
who, like the locusts of Egypt, will blacken 
the air and devour everything that lies in 
their way, if our port is kept- open to the 
thousands who formerly pushed their way 
through the Golden Gate, until the working 
men of California cried out against the in- 
Viulers who were taking the bread from 
" white families by thoir cheap labor. We, 
too, must protect our manufactures and our 
laborers. Cull we expect to attract settlors 
-honest laboring mon— to our growing 
country if every mouth or two a steamer 
from China brings from fifty to two hundred 
Ohinnmeu ready for any kind of labor at 
wages on which a white man could hardly 
live, lot nlono keep a family? The local 
government measure having drawn the at- 
tention of the Dominion to the want of a 
restrictive law, has served a most useful 
purpose; and since Sir John will not accept 
u drastic measure we must e'en be content 
with one that he will accept. If the 
mountain will not come to Mahomet, Ma- 
homet must go the mountain. 

■ COLONIAL MAURI AGE LAWS. 

A letter appeared the other day in tire 
' Dally News on the colonial marriage laws, 
signed by "High Church Rector." The 
attention of the Attorney-General was 
drawn to it in the houso of commons by 
Mr, Broadhurst, who wanted to know 
whether it was possible, as the letter in- 
.. /Jicated, for a person married while pro- 
perly domiciled in the Australian colonies 
to tho Bister of his former wife, under the 
sanction of laws solemnly ratified by the 
Queen in Council, to freely set aside his 
contract of marriage on landing in this 
country, desert his children, and marry 
again; and whethora person so acting on re- 
1 ' turn to Australia would again become the 
lawful husband of the repudiated wife, or 
render himself liable to prosecution for 
bigamy in respect to the marriage con- 
tracted in England. Tho attorney-general 
said ho hud seen the letter, but the ques- 
tion did not indicate the true state of tho 
' law. If the persons married were domi- 
ciled in a country where their marriage 
was lawful, the marrrige was perfectly 
valid in this country, and the only dis- 
qualification lay in tho fact that the child- 
ren of the marriage-could not inherit real 
property by descent in this country. 

NEW WESTMINSTER CITY. 

The election of Mr. Cunningham would 
appear to be assured. Of tho three can- 
didates he ia the only one who has any 
interest worth speaking of in the Royal 
City. All his interests are concentrated 
there and he is not likely to cast a vote 
that will be prejudicial to a constituency 
where ho is a large property-holder and a 
successful business man. Moreover, the 
opposition in the local house and their 
organ in this city opposed tho expenditure 
of the dry dock refund on the mainland 
and rated the government roundly for 
doing bo. The New Westminster City 
people see that in relieving tho province 
of the drydock burthen and opening 
tho railway lands to settlement at. §1 per 
■ acre the local government have made and 
earned the gratitude and confidence of the 
country Mr. Cunningham, as a supporter 
of the government, have been returned 
without a contest; but ho is certain to re- 
, . "ceiveagood majority of the votes cast. 

THE DUKE OE BUCCLEUGH. 

Tho death of tho Duke of Buccleugh is 
in 8oino respects an important event in 
English politics because his son, the 
Earl of Dalkeith, who is now Duke of 
Buccleugh, can no longer contest with 
the premier, Mr. Gladstone, tho seat in 
Midlothian. For some years Lord Dal- 
keith held the seat, but Mr. Gladstone 
defeated him-ut tho last election thereby 
securing to the liberal party the central 
and most important seat in Scotland. 
Howover, though political enemies, Mr. 
■ •• Gladstone and the duke were not social 
enemies. Within a few months a pre- 
sentation was made to tho Duke of Buc- 
cleugh in his capacity of a privato gentle- 
man, and Mr. Gladstone subscribed £10 
towards it. The duke was a strong Pro- 
s' ' teatant and tory; but the Duchess became 
annio years ago a Roman Catholic. The 
duke was an exemplary landlord.

A butcher os this city named Buckley 
is poasessed of a queer hallucination. Sev- 
eral years ago he told his friends that a 
tall man dressed in black followed him 
everywhere, on the streot, at the theatre, 
to church; in fact every movement of tho 
butchor was accumpauied by a similar one 
on the part of the ghost. 

Finally when life was almost a torture 
to him he decided to start for California, 
hoping that he would elude tho phantom. 
The trip wus made without incident of 
any kind, and as mile by mile was passed 
ovor and as the days waned into nights ho 
began to breathe freer, and when San 
Francisco was reached he believed that he 
was rid of his ghost. He went to the 
mines and for weeks felt happy, gained in 
llesh and decided to start in business. 
One day while walking on the highway 
ho chanced to glance over his shoulder and 
was horrified to discover tho dreadful 
thing. It was clothed in the same suit 
ofblack.its face wore a demoniac smile, and 
its whole appearance seemed to say: "You 
cannot elude me." The butcher started on 
a rim and now and then turned around 
only tosoethashadow tracking his footstops 
At tho entrance to the town he again 
glanced behind him, and found himself 
alone. Tho visits after that recurred 
only at intervals, but woro sufficient in 
numbo to assure him that ho was not free. 
II is stay in California lasted several years. 
He wont from town to town, from mine 
to mine, always accompanied by tho man 
in black.

What is 
his appearance? He is about six feet tall, 
very slender, of a pale yellow appearance, 
lle'in dressed in dark throughout. 1 can't 
trace him among auy of my friends or rela- 
tives who have died, and don't know of a 
soul I have ever injured."

A Naples Peddler. 

Mr. Locke, of tho Toledo Blade, says 
that streot-poddlers aro about as thick in 
Naples as the lico in Egypt. "Peddling 
exactly suits the Neapolitan temperament, 
as there is no very hard labor in it and it 
affords great scope for lying and swind- 
ling." Ho gives a specimen scone in the 
ordinary praotico of these bargain-driv- 
ing gentry: 

Your street peddler appears to you with 
a pyramid of fancy baskets, which attracts 
the attention of your lady friend. She 
asks the price, and the answer comes 
slowly, deliberately and desperately, 
"I if teen francs." 

"Bah! it is too much." (By-tlie way. 
the oxporioncedono would say "too much" 
if the price had been a franc.) 

"What will madam give?" 

"I am not putting a price upon your 
goods. That is for you to do." 

"Trade is dull and my children cry for 
bread. I will sell the basket for thirteen 
francs. But I make no profit. I am eat- 
ing up my capital." 

Then goes on moro chaffering, the 
seller dropping a franc at a time to begin 
with, and then, a half franc, till timdly lie 
is down to fivo francs. Then the final 
struggle begins. The lying that has pre- 
ceded til is is merely clearing the ground. 
The seller looks expectant, the lady de- 
fiant. 

"I will give you" (she says very slowly 
and with great impressiveneas), "I will 
give you exactly two francs and not a sou 
more. There need be no more talk— two 
francs or nothing." 

The peddler sees she is in earnest, and 
that further talking is unnecessary. He 
cannot, however, forego the delight of 
another lie, for they hold on their luxur- 
ies as long as possible, and he commences 
one, but is cut short by the peremptory 
"Two francs!" 

"I will take it," he says, very quickly. 
And before the astonished woman has an 
opportunity to say "no," the basket is in 
her hands. 

Tho villain made a good franc and a 
half as it is, and goes away bursting with 
joy that he has to conceal till he turns a 
corner. Then he throws down his basket 
and rolls upon the ground in an ecstasy.

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What a State Senator Says 
About Mini, 



In the report df the proceedings of the 
California legislature, published in the 8.P. 
Bulletin of the 10th bust., we find the fol- 
lowing reply to the charge of bribery made 
by Buckley against certain senators:* 

Harrigan rose to a question of privilege 
and said: "In the papers of Sau Francisco 
of yesterday appeared a speech made by a 
notorious ballot-box Bluffer and proprietor 
of a very disreputable gin-mill in San Fran- 
cisco. This worm, the prompter of cor- 
ruption in politics and morals, assails eight 
senators from that county now holding 
seats on this floor, charging thorn with sell- 
ing their votes and their honor. This'oharge 
would be extraordinary, regardless of its 
origin, because, at the time it is made, no 
vote has been taken upon any of the great 
public measures which served as a pretext 
for the extra session. Coming from the 
source it does, the charge becomes more re- 
markable still, for it is made by the profes- 
sional agent and go-between for political 
bargains and bargainers, whoso animus 
against the San Francisco senators is- that 
at the regular session they cut off his ac- 
customed commission on the sale of legisla- 
tive votes and the protit of his traffic by 
doing their duty, keeping their pledges to 
the people, maintaining their honor and 
driving him from their counsels and their 
confidence. It llhj becomes this professor 
of primary politics, with whom the sale of 
votes at retail in ward meetings, and at 
whole-sale in conventions, is the means of a 
livelihood, who arrays himself against great 
interests and industries with the unconceal- 
ed purposes of blackmail, to whom principle 
is as unknown as are the common virtues of 
life, to assail men whose crime is the re- 
fusal to be dishonored by his brokerage in 
bribery. His threats of violeuco aro as 
empty as his professions of sincerity. The 
daily breaker of the laws of Cod and man 
is not the man to instruct a great city in the 
discipline of its representatives. The wan- 
ton and dishonest, the criminal and degrad- 
ed, rush to the shelter of this man's power, 
when the law is on their track, and the 
senators on this floor do not propose to join 
thai procession nor ask the same protec- 
tion which for a consideration he lavishes 
impartially upon law breakers, from the 
prostitute to the sneak-thief."

covery of Carbonates. 



E,\ ilk City, via Spokane Falls, April 
l(i. — Vory rich and extensive discoveries 
of carbonates were found April 10th in 
the forks of Eagle crook, six milea from 
Eagle.

Wo 
have here one of the finest quartz bolts 
in America. Work done during tho win- 
ter has established tho fact that tho plac- 
ers will pay to work for the entire length 
of Pritchard creek. The bod rock- has 
been tapped by several drain ditches at six 
feet. Cold dust is beginning to circulate. 
The camp is undeniably rich.

Dominion Militia, 

In his recommondation to increase tho 
efheioncy of tho Dominion militia, Major- 
General Luard advises the formation of 
six military schools in all. The head- 
quarters of the districts should be at 
those schools, and tho commandant of the 
school and district the same officer, with 
tho requisite stall' under him, so as to en- 
sure uniformity in each district. Expen- 
diture on fortifications has been wholly 
inadequate. Tho forts should bo kept up 
and not allowed to lapse into u state of 
inefficiency , like those in Torunto and 
Point Halifax. On tho subject of equip 
ment and uniform, General Luard sub- 
mits that all unserviceable and obsolete 
equipment should be got rid of, and that 
every corps receive serviceable equipment, 
including boots and head dress, ao that 
each man may bo tit for service whenever 
called upon.. On two occasions last year 
the forco was called out to aid the civil au- 
thorities, under powers of the Consolidated 
Militia Act. The detachment culled out 
from Halifax were found to be without 
boots, which had to be borrowed from the 
Imperial stores, while a party acting in the 
Liugttn mines, Cape Breton, were unprovid- 
ed with necessary equipment. In a brigade 
order Major-General Laurel alludes to the 
matter thus: "The men in camp have at 
tained a sufficient knowledge to be aware 
that without knapsacks or valises to carry 
a change of clothing, and without mess-tins 
and water bottles to carry meat and water, 
they are not tit for active service. A por- 
tion of the force in camp to-day has had 
practical proof at Lingan within the lust 
year that it is so. The Major-General 
hopes that the deficiency of equipment he 
observed to-day may, when he next has the 
I pleasure of seeing the battalions, be iim- 

j .ended."

Supreme Court. 

(Ilelore Hon, Sir. Justice Walkeui) 
Shorey and Sons vs. H. P. Keeior. — 
The plaintiffs, who are manufacturing 
merchants in Ontario, in tho month of 
October last sold to Havens iV Co., of 
Yalo, B. C, goods amounting to the value 
of Sl.T'.'T.SO, with a trade discount off of 
12i per cent. In October Havens & Co. 
became insolvent, and tho plaintiffs stop- 
ped the goods in transit and recovered 
possession of them. 

In November last plaintiffs agrood with 
tho defendant to sell him these goods at a 
discount of 25 percent, on the cost of tho 
goods for cash, which amounted to §T,- 

348 :sr> . 

Defendant sent to plaintiffs $1,180 as 
payment in full, and claimed that '2b per 
cent, should be deducted from tho amount 
of the invoice after deducting the l'Ji 
per cont. trade discount allowed to 
Havens it Co. by the plaintiffs, but plain- 
tiffs contended that the 25 per cent, off 
included the \'2h pur cent, allowed to 
Havana it Co. The amount sought to be 
recovered by tho plaintiffs was §168.35. 

After hearing the evidence on both 
sides, which was somewhat conflicting as 
to the exact nature of the agreement, the 
court gave a verdict for tho plaintiffs for 
the lull amount, each party to pay his 
own coats.

The plaintiff claims thai ho has been in 
occupation of his lot for upwards of 20 
years, and that the defendants lore down 
the dividing fence between the two lots on 
the ground that plaintiff encroached four 
feel on defendants' lot 399. 

The defendants say that plaintiff' should 
extend his fence to tho east four feet, ac- 
cording to the correct survey of tho city 
iota, and that he encroaches on their lot 
four foot. 

The hearing of the application for an 
injunction was deferred.

San I'raiM'isro Markets. 

Flour- Stocks on hand are largo, and 
the market is anything but firm at the 
recent decline. The export movement is 
fairly active. Shipments for tho week 
were 20,012 barrels, valued at §160,773. 

Barley -During tho week the market 
has had a soft tone. Tho rainy weather 
has a dopressing effect upon this cereal. 
Receipts have been larger than for a num- 
ber of weeks previous. 

Hops — The market is inactive and 
prices nominal. To offect a large sale 
lower prices would have to be accepted 
than those now asked. 

Oats — The trade has been quiot for a. 
number of weeks past, but holders do not 
pross sales, as they expect to realize cur- 
rent ratos with the return of fine weather. 

Potatoes— Stocks are fast diminishing 
in the interior and prices havo advaned. 

Onions — Tho supply is light. Prices 
range from §1.50 to §1.00 per cental on 
wharf, according to quality. 

Domestic fruits — Oranges are in liberal 
suopfy and jobbers report a good demand. 
Los Angelos has declined and Riverside 
advanced. 

Butter — The market is overstocked. 
Jobbers havo reduced the price of fancy 
to 22).c. per pound, and choice to 20c. 
Tho rainy weather prevents the packing 
of large quantities. 

Eggs - Prices range from 24 to 25c per 
dozen fur fresh ranch. Consignments of 
eastern came to hand during the week, 
quotable at 23@24c. per dozen. 

Provisions— Beef products are firm and 
in light supply. Mutton is plentiful and 
the market i« weak, Tho supply of first- 
class hogs ia light, and pork is firm. 



Miraculous Escape.— On Wednesday 
aftornoon last, Mr. James Stephens, a 
blacksmith, working in connection with 
the blasting operations of tho YateB street 
extension, under Mr. Baker's contract, 
near the school reserve, took info his shop 
four sticks of giant powder and placed 
them in the hot ashes of tho forgo as was 
his custom for the purpose of thawing 
them out. After turning away, however, 
to do something else ho was startled by 
an explosion which demolished tho shop 
and scattered things round generally, and 
projected himself a considerable number 
of feet. Fortunately he only sustained a 
few severe bruises, and though he had to 
stop work for a time, ho expects to bo on 
hand again in a day or two, though it is 
not likely ho will continue the business of 
freezing out giant powder. This sub- 
stance dons not generally explode by heat, 
but by percussion, and tho accident can 
only be accounted for on tho supposition 
that some of tho glycerine must have 
oozed away.

Kleven coolies were 
drowned.

Cairo, April 1H. Siebehr Pasha is wil- 
ling to go to Khartoum and act under 
tho authority of the Khedive; but not un- 
der General Gordon. Nubar Pasha be- 
lieves that Seibehr is the only man who can 
pacify the Soudan. 

A dispatch from General Gordon, dated 
April 'Jth, says that a merchant had 
reached Khartoum from Kl Obied after a 
journey of twelve days. Tho merchant 
reports that the Xigoba tribes had twice 
defeated the Mahdi, who stifle rod heavy 
losses. Tho Mahdi is now as completely 
hummed in as General Gordon.

There are rumors of the early rotire- 
mont of Parnell from the leadership of tho 
Irish national party. Two reasons for 
this are assigned : one is that ho iB tired 
of parliamentary life; aod the other that 
the party is tired of him. His retire 
ment is obstructed, however, by his re. 
cont acceptance of forty thousand pounds 
of tho people's money. 

Pauls, April 18. — The gunboat Lutin 
has boon ordered from Hongkong to Can- 
ton to protect Europeans. 

London, April 18. — Trevelyan, chief 
secretary for Ireland, has arrived in Lon- 
don. Ho was summoned by tho govern- 
ment and is guarded by detectives. 

London, April 18. — John Henry Blunt, 
author of many volumes on church work 
and politics, is dead, aged sixty years. 

Edinuukuu, April 18. — There was a 
meeting at the Presbytorian church hall 
of students and council of the Edin- 
burgh University.

flen. Oram's Visit to the House 
of Representatives. 

Washington, April ;3. — The episode 
of (,i en,'' Grant's reception by the House 
tliitS afternoon is commented upon in 
public circles as the most remarkable 
event ever occuring in Washington. It 
srema that pending discussions upon the 
mlum appropriation bill Gen. CJrnut, ao 
odmjianied.by Gen, jHeale, hobbled on 
crutches to the House, arriving at '4 
o'clock. Not being entitled to the pri- 
vileges of the. lloor, Gen. Beale went in- 
to the gallery, while Grant passed in 
quietly and took his seat on a sofa in 
the rear of the' Democratic side, with- 
out his presence being discovered for 
some time. Democratic members cluster- 
ed around him, along with them Mr. 
Randall, who introduced them, while 
Mi. Dorsheimer sat beside him ehnt- 
ting pleasantly. The Republicans being 
engaged in heated debate over Throck- 
morton's amendment to abolish Indian 
agents anil appoint army officers in liou, 
did not notice the disorder immediate- 
ly, but ascertaining its cause, rushed 
over in a crowd to welcome the general. 
Appreciating the situation, and with 
that rare tact for which Mr. Randall 
is famous, he returned to his seat, and 
being recognized by the chairman, Mr. 
Welborn, of Texas, announced the pres- 
ence of Gen. Grant, in a few appropri 
, ate remarks and moved that the com 
Cm it tee rise in order to allow the House 
to appropriately receive the man to 
whom the American people needed no 
introduction. This created a furore, and 
the motion being carried vociferously, 
Speaker Carlisle resumed the chair. 
.Mr. Randall then moved a recess of 
fifteen minutes, which was unanimous- 
ly carried, and (Jen. Grant, hobbling on 
crutches, was escorted to the space in 
front of the Speaker's desk, where the 
members were individually presented 
by Speaker Carlisle. Among those who 
heartily greeted the ex-general and ox- 
president were several maimed excon- 
federates, among them General Oak.es, 
of Alabama,* who lost his right arm in 
the front of Richmond. General Oakes 
tapped his empty right sleeve signifi- 
cantly, as he presented his left hand, 
which General Grant took in both of 
his and warmly pressed. The scene was 
dramatic in the extreme, and although 
Goneial Grant bore up bravely under 
the ordeal and maintained the appear- 
ance of unrulUed calmness, it was easi- 
ly seen that he suppressed his emotion 
with great, effort. The ovation was spon- 
taneous, free from party feeling or past 
.occurrences, and victor and vanquished 
■vied with each other in the depth of 
their greeting. After this outburst of 
appreciation of General Grant's ser- 
vices, the transaction of further busi- 
ness became impossible, and the House 
adjourned witliout action on Throck- 
morton's proposition. 

AUSTRALIA 

The Rate Fracas in the Assembly. — 
In our last reference was made to a 
pugilistic encounter which took place 
between Mr. Wisdom and Mr. Buchan- 
an on February 4. Mr. Wisdom, accord- 
ing to a motion agreed to by the House, 
attended in this place to answer a 
charge of breach of privilege preferred 
against him. An ill-advised attempt 
was made by Messrs. McKlhoneand A. 
G. Taylor to dispute the right of the 
Speaker to take cognisance of the mat- 
ter, which occurred outside the House. 
Mr. Wisdom himself appealed to .Mr. 
Elhone not quibble, and the Speak- 
er clearly pointed out that they had a 
right to recognize the matter. Mr. Wis- 
dom then apologized to the House for 
what he described as a gross breach of 
privilege. Mr. Stuart and Mr. Buchan- 
an both made speeches in excellent 
taste, the latter gracefully expressinghis 
full concurrence in the proposal to ac- 
cept Mr. Wisdom's apology, and let the 
matter there end. Mr. Stuart made a 
motion to that ellect, which was accept- 
ed by the House, and the matter was 
brought to a termination. 

The Sculling Match between Trickett 
and Beach. — Trickett and Beach met 
on February 1st at noon to row oil the 
champion race postponed from the Na- 
tional Regatta, in consequence of a 
foul which took place in rounding Fort 
Dension. No time was lost in getting 
them away. Beach seemed to have 
slightly the best of the start. Ncaring 
Dawe's Point Trickett was half a length 
.in front, but after passing the point to 
Goat Island Trickett increased the lead, 
rowing 32 to the minute, while Beach 
was getting less pace with 36 to the 
minute. Trickett rounded the island 
first with throe lengths clear water be- 
tween himself and his opponent, and 
when well clear of Goat Island had ad- 
ded another length td the lead. At 
Pincbgut Trickett bad fully three 
lengths lead, hut by the time he came 
round the southern end he had gaiflrid 
quite as much during the turn. It was 
now clear, bar accidents, that Trickett 
must win, as Beach was pulling as if 
quite done. Trickett, when he reached 
the head{of the Orient in Nelson's Bay, 
loft oil" pulling, wiped his face, and 
finished easily, winning by four lengths.
